name is eligible to become a 
"tax adviser" so far as federal 
regulations are concerned

- any advisers who defraud tax­ 
payers or 
misrepresent their 
qualifications may be subject to 
legal action under laws covering 
other businesses. 
The government offers free 
help for taxpayers at IRS dis­ 
trict offices and by telephone 
The government offers these 
tips on how to choose an advis­ 
er, and

to avoid

hooked by a confidence man: 
—Bo on guard against a per­ 
son who offers to make out your 
return for a fee based on how 
much he can save you. 
—Beware of the “expert” who 
claims to know the angles on 
i how to get questionable items 
past the government men 
—Never sign a blank tax form 
and let the adviser fill in the 
blanks later; it's like signing a 
blank check 
—Do not sign a return made 
out rn pencil — it easily can be 
changed 
—Pay taxes on!> by che~k or 
money order, and make certain 
it is made out to Internal Reve­ 
nue; u*e a separate check to 
pay the adviser s fee 
—Be on guard against the ad­ 
viser who suggests that you 
have a tax refund sent to his 
home or business address.

Eleven experts from ten na-1 
lions said it should be possible' 
to improve figures on cures In 
the future, not only in the pur­ 
suit of prolonging life but also to 
make it more comfortable for; 
m any other sufferers, 
Tile committee, reporting at! 
the end of a six-day meeting, 
criticized doctors who abandon I 
“ hopeless” cases. "Every effort 
should be made to cure can­ 
cer.” it said. “ If this is not pos­ 
sible patients must not be aban 
doned. 
Pain can be relieved 
unpleasant symptoms elimmat-l 
ed and their general condition 
can be improved ” 
It added that the attitude of 
certain 
medical 
practitioners 
may have its roots in “ the long 
and sinister history of cancer as! 
a lethal disease to be shunned 
by all. even by the physician.” 
The experts warned that pa-; 
bents who avoid treatm ent and 
doctors who make the wrong 
diagnosis contribute heavily to 
high cancer mortality. 
The experts said surgery Is

In days or weeks the United States 
will launch its first two-man Gemini 


spacecraft. The initial voyage may not 
be spectacular, by sophisticated space 


standards, but it will be the first ob­ 
vious evidence that the moon project 
has reached flight stage. 
Astronauts John Young and Virgil 
Grissom will have the advantage of ad­ 
ditional 
safety 
equipment 
in 
their 
spacecraft beyond that employed in the 
pioneering M ercury program. In their 
five-hour, three-orbit flight, they will 
lire maneuvering rockets three 
times 
to lower themselves gradually back 
into the earth’s atmosphere. 
These rockets are extra insurance 
against the astronauts being stranded 
in space. The Mercury capsule had only 
three reverse rockets, capable of being 
fired one time only. If they had failed, 
death to the astronaut could not have 
been averted. 
Not many observers would describe 
space trips at this point in the venture 
as milk runs, hut that was the descrip­ 
tion used by one space official in ex­ 
plaining that after the blast-off the 
Grissom-Young flight should experience 


no trouble in completing its mission, 
with about as much danger as encount­ 
ered by a pilot on the run from Los An­ 
geles to New York. 
This is an exaggeration, of course. 
Although recovery of American astro­ 
nauts to date has been perfect, there is 
abundant evidence the Soviets have not 
been so fortunate. The most optimistic 
space 
experts admit 
they 
can only 
guess at the unanticipated stresses and 
external forces which might await an 
astronaut on his way to the moon. 
This is why during the next four and 
one-half years a num ber of orbital and 
rendezvous test shots will be made be­ 
fore the lunar expedition is launched. 
E ach one, like the upcoming Grissom- 
Young flight, will be reminiscent of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth century naval 
explorers who kept edging further from 
their homelands with each voyage, un­ 
til they had circumvented the globe. 
There are two m ajor differences. P^or 
the space traveler, the only limit to new 
destination- is h is’ space conveyance. 
And unlike Christopher Columbus, he 
isn't likely to land on one planet, think­ 
ing he had merely discovered a n e w 
route to another.

Proposed Health Bill s 


Cost: $5 Billion Yearly 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
multiple health and Social Secu­ 
rity bill being drafted by the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee would provide a payout 
of almost S5 billion a year in 
various 
benefits, 
preliminary 
figures indicate. 
However, statistics gathered 
by the bill’s backers list only a 
relatively minor part of this to­ 
tal as coming out of the Treas­ 
ury — the kind of expenditure 
that figures in the budget. 
The rough figures with which 
the bill’s drafters are working 
include these estimates of pay­ 
out during the first full year of 
operation: 
Hospital and nursing home 
benefits, 
$2 billion; 
optional 
medical benefits, $1 billion; ex 
pansion of the existing Kerr- 
Mills system to include more 
categories of health care benefi­ 
ciaries, $400 million; increased 
Social Security retirement pay­ 
ments $1.5 billion. 
The greater part of this $4 9 
billion total would be financed 
by increasing the base and the 
rate of the payroll tax which 
now pays for Social Security. 
Committee members and tech­ 
nicians

the fi­ 
nancing arrangements are un­ 
derstood to be trying to hold the 
drain on the Treasury to a 
range of $600 million to $800 
million.

would be calculated to cover 
nearly all the $2 billion hospital 
cost and all of the $1.5 F n;on 
retirement increase.
